Tie Importance of Neatneu »nd Pr»cUloi 


' of Arrangement. 


Every thing on a dinner table ought 


to be the; best of its kind procurable- 
linen, plate, glass and all else. 
So 


much time has to be spent at the tabl« 
that coarse and untidy -ornament is 
worse than none. One gets very tired 
of sitting opposite a shabby flower, a 
bit of cheap velveteen, a crooked array 
of heterogeneousi vases! Some modern 
tables, centered with a fine piece of old 
niarqnetry or embroidery, are very 
pleasing. 
Some people, in revolt 


against old-fashioned precision, swathe 
alt the lamps and disles witn art-silks 
—some cast meandering muslin in more 
or less awkward twists in and out the 
dessert dishes—some scatter dry leaves 
and red apples. These simple devices 
may be pretty, as a pot or a fabric may 
be picturesque, however cheap. 
But 


it is not pretty because cheap, or deal 
either, for the matter of that. 


It is less the materials used than the 


way in which we use them which con- 
stitutes a success, and it is not every- 
body who can so drape a table as tc 
make it look "artistic" and not merely 
untidy. It is.a mistake to drive an 
idoa to death, and I think the tide sets 
in the direction of untidiness just now. 
Cheap lace drapes the lamp,; cheap 
silks every thing else, false art squirms 
aiid attitudinizes in the electro epefgnes 
even the silver is more massive than 
good, and a coarse table-cloth often 
underlies flue Worcester plates. All 
this is as it should not be. Better a 
simple dish of apples than a preten- 
tious epergne. 
Where art is admit- 


ted it should be perfect of its kind, 
down to the table-cloth, and a definite 
scheme should be carried out. 


Give a certain broidery, the toys and 


ornamental dishes should obey the 
lines of its design. Every detail de- 
mands a raison d'etre. The blank Sa- 
hara of table-cloth offers a fair field to 
a good design, like a wall or a door; at 
an episcopal palace recently I saw 
some very graceful ones. The table 
was dressed with small pieces of fern 
laid in elaborate patterns and dotted at 
intervals with blossoms, every day a 
different color. This is not a very new 
idoa, and it all depends on the neatness 
and precision of the .arrangement; but 
the designs were so pretty, the curves 
so firm, and the crossings .so exact, 
that a really artistic effect was invari- 
ably produced.—Magazine of Art.

The Isthmus of Panama is a strange,

The Senate and House Unite to Do 


Honor to the Memory of the

WASHINGTON, March 29.—The remains 


of the late Chief Justice Waite were re- 
moved from the family residence on I 
street, between Fourteenth and Ffteenth, 
to the Capitol at half-past eleven o'clock 


At the owiclMion o* the earrlcet «">«»• 
ketwa* borne from the chamber, add the 
ceremonies in the Home were oloaed. 
The BOOM then, at 13:45 p. m. adjourned, 
•ad the Senate repaired to itt chamber 
and immediately adjourned. 


Intiie corridor immediately outside the 


House a procession was formed of those 
who were to accompany the remains to 
the depot, and the party retraced its steps 
to the entrance. At the foot of the steps 
the hearse was drawn up, and lines com- 
posed of four of the Capitol Twlicemen, 
the Senate and House funeral committees 
and the oBciating clergymen, were 
formed, between whom the remains were 
slowly borne to the car. Following the 
body were the Justices of the Supreme 
Court, the family, relatives and imme- 
diate friends of the deceased. Entering 
the carriages in waiting, the funeral party 
was immediately driven to the station.

After the 
Senators had left the chamber the five 
who ha'd been appointed as a committee 
to attend the funeral at Toledo (Senators 
Sherman, Allison, Evarts, George and 
Gray) came in wearing white linen scarfs 
and occupied seats for some time waiting 
for the arrival of the funeral procession. 


IN THE HOUSE 


As early as eleven o'clock the galleries 


of the House were crowded with spec- 
tators anxious to observe the funeral serv- 
ices over the remains of the late Chief- 
Justice, and to do honor to the memory of 
the deceased. The floor of the House bore 
every evidence of mourning. Every door* 
way wore heavy draperies of black, and 
the folds of the American flag which 
hangs over the Speaker's than were 
tastefully catight up with the same em- 
blems of death and sorrow In tha space 
in front o£ the clerk's desk were ranged 
heavy leather-covered chairs for the ac- 
commodation of relatives and friends of the 
deceased, the President and his Cabinet, 
the Justices of the Supreme Court and the 
funeral committees ot both Houses of Con- 
gress.

The Union twpot Coming. 


Allot the Decatur papers and the peo- 


ple generally for several years have been 
making a vigorous fight to induce the 
railway companies to erect a decent 
union depot at this point, one that will 
not be a disgrace to our city ot 17,000 
inhabitants, and the battle is still raging 
with more or less activity. But never 
until Hon. Jason Bogers was appointed a 
member ot the state board o! railway 
and warehouse commissioners, baa De- 
catur had what was considered a fair 
•how to obtain the consideration and at- 
tention of the railway officials. Since 
his appointment Commissioner Bogers, 
who IB personally acquainted with the 
Wabash and Illinois Central officials and 
is held m high esteem by them, haa lost 
no opportunity to press the claims of 
Decatur for the erection ot a creditable 
depot building. On every occasion he 
has pressed the point, believing that 
more could be done to gain the desired 
end by personal presentation of Deca- 
tur's growth and importance as a rail- 
way and business centre than by any 
great hue and cry against the apparent 
indifference nnd grasping disposition of 
the companies, and that Mr. Bogers was 
correct in this course is proved by recent 
indications that the Ejjnois Central peo- 
ple are figuring on plans and specifica- 
tions for the proposed structure, a depot 
that will be a credit to a city three times 
the size ot Decatur. The officials of the 
company passed through Decatur some 
days ago. They viewed the situation, 
and while no official announcement was 
made, enough is known to warrant 
the statement that in all probability 
ground will be broken for the depot 
within sixty 01 ninety days. More im- 
portant information will be given on the 
depot question within a few days. The 
depot will be a credit to the railway com- 
pany and an enduring monument to the 
persistent efforts o£ Mr. Rogers in behalf 
of Decatur.

FBOEHIX, A. T., March 16.—Arizona is one 


ot the few regions where civilization and a 
thorough knowledge of the old days increases 
rather than diminishes romantic interest. 
From the days when Alva Nunez Cabeza de 
Vaca and his three companions (survivors of 
the Pampbilo de Narvaez expedition) trav- 
ersed that territory, and still more since the 
wonderful expedition of Coronado in 1541-46, 
legends multiplied of great cities and civil- 
ized races in secluded valleys of the interior. 
For a century it was believed there were, or 
had lately been, "seven cities of Cibola," 
rich and populous. For another century the 
faith was fixed that somewhere northeast of 
the head of the Gulf of California there was 
a vast and fertile volley, inhabited by a fair 
and highly civilized people, whose central 
city was resplendent with gold and precious 
stones and whose secluded land was walled in 
by inaccessible mountains, through wbiih 
there was but one pass and that Impassible to 
any army without a guide.

tbentic account" was published by travelers, 
who testified that they had reached the cliffs 
inclosing the wonder land and had seen the 
magnificent city glowing from afar. They 
added that they had lowered messengers 
•with a flag of truce; had seen them cross the 
plain and enter the city, from which they 
never returned; but from the little that could 
be seen at that distance, the travelers con- 
cluded that their messengers had been sacri- 
ficed on the summit of a temple in the city. 


This story, with many variations, has 


floated a long time, and of late years is told 
of a hidden valley In Central America. The 
next legend was of a band of Welshmen, who 
penetrated to the Sierra Anahuac and 
founded a tribe of "white Indians," and this 
was published as a fact as late as 1845. A 
little later travelers in Mexico "corrected the 
error" thus: The "white Indians" are a fact, 
but they are descended, not from Welshmen, 
but from Scotch and Irish carried into cap- 
tivity by the Spanish Armada of the Six- 
teenth century and sent to work in the mines 
of Mexico, from which they escaped to the 
Indians. As late as 1873, when this writer 
made ready for a long ride through Arizona, 
he was assured that in some valleys of this 
territory he would rind white and semi- 
civilized Indians 
Well, lie found them. 


There are "white Indians" here, but they are 
albino Zunls and Jloqms; there are Indiana 
with a native civilization of no mean order, 
and there are rums of such extent and 
character as to prove that the country once 
had at least ten times its present population, 
and among them people who lived in well 
built houses of stone and cultivated the earth 
with much skill 
Among the remnants of 


these people are the Navajoes, Zums, Moquis, 
Teguas, Punas, Yumos and Coco-Maricopas. 


The Navajoos are supposed to have been a 


branch originally ot the Athabascan race, 
who received their civilization from the old 
Mexican Indians, the other tribes undoubt- 
edly possessed the arts of spinning, weaving 
and making pottery before the Spaniards 
camo. All the Puoblos of New Mexico and 
Arizona are commonly divided into four 
stocks; but the general division of Indians 
in this territory Is into Pueblos and Nomads 
—villagers and wanderers 
Among the lat- 


ter are the Utes, Navajoes and Apaches and 
their kindred tribes; they have no fixed habi- 
tations, and from time immemorial feuds 
have prevailed and occasional wars raged 
between them and the villagers. Indeed, 
there is a tradition that the civilized were 
prevailing over and slowly expelling the 
Nomads when the Spaniards came; but so 
many of their lighting rnei. were drawn away 
to fight the white invaders that the wild In- 
dians overran the country and confined the 
Puoblos to the few rocky citadels on which 
their villages are found today. Another and 
much clearer tradition is that the Pueblos 
prevailed till the Spanish horses, escaping 
from the early expeditions, increased and 
multiplied till the wild Indians were well 
mounted, after which they drove the culti- 
vators from all the open country. Old chiefs 
have oven claimed to count bock the number 
of generations to the time when the first 
horses escaned from the Spaniards into the 
plains of Texas and eastern New Mexico— 
the progenitors of all the vast herds of a cen- 
tury ago. 


My own opinion is, however, that the dry- 


Ing up of the streams is the mam cause of 
the decay of the Pueblos. 


Ail the Pueblos show the signs of a decay- 


ing race Their villages are now so isolated 
that in-and-in marriages exert a deteriorating 
effect 
The Coco-Maricopas, for instance, 


steadily decline in numbers, and do not now 
exceed 500, though they are fairly industri- 
ous, honest and temperate. They raise good 
cotton and weave it into various handsome 
garments, they also make superior baskets 
and pottery, the utensils being of all sizes 
from a half pint to six or seven gallons. 
They have land enough for their wants in 
the rich alluvial valley of the Gilu south of 
here 
They have been known to white men 


for two centuries, and have been all that 
time in a state of perpetual decay. Now 
they no longer build substantial dwellings, 
but occupy mere wattled huts Still they 
have horses, sheep and cattle and take good 
care of them, They are cautious and re- 
served people, simple, civil and unwarlike. 
To me each man of tho raco seems to bear in 
his face a consciousness of decay; they look 
and talk liko a dying race. I need not de- 
scribe the Casas Orandes and other "mag- 
nificent ruins," so often described, the proofs 
of a former large population.

Nsw YORK, March ,26.— Dan Antonio 


Flares, the new president of Ecuador, has 
been minister to the United States, and for 
some time has been negotiating' treaties with 
France, Germany and Belgium. He is now 
in Rome. He is the son of Gen. Juan Jose 
Flores, founder of the republic of Ecuador, 
and served under his father at the taking of 
Guayaquil in 1860, where he was wounded. 
In 1893 he commanded a brigade at the siege 
of and attack on Guayaquil, and was one 
of the first to enter the town. Indeed, the 
success of the attack was largely due to his 
personal effort and bravery. 


Flores is an orator and an author, as well 


as a soldier and a diplomat. As a parlia- 
mentary 
speaker 


he has been ajv 
plauded even by 
his 
adversaries, 


because by his elo- 
quence he caused 
to be set at liberty 
those who rebelled 
against the govern- 
ment. 
He is also 


corresponding sec- 
retary of the Hoy al 
Spanish academy 
As as on author, he 
has chiefly written j^j, ANTONIO JPLOBBB. 
on subjects of state 
and commercial policy, though he has occa- 
sionally dropped the practical to enter ideal 
fields. He has published a number of poems, 
which have been highly rated by competent 
critics. Flores has represented Ecuador in 
Lima, Santiago, Washington, Madrid and 
Berlin. In the diplomatic field his efforts 
have always been in the interest ot com- 
merce. 
That territory which is now called Ecua- 


dor, and was formerly comprised in the 
kingdom of Quito, after the conquest of the 
Incas was made a presidency of the vice- 
royalty of Peru, and was under Spanish rule 
from 1533 to 1832 In 1809 it revolted, and 
finally achieved its independence in 1823, at 
the battle of Pichmcha Its territory was in- 
corporated into the repdfclic of Columbia, 
but in 1831, on tho disruption of the republic, 
it became an independent republic, under the 
name of Ecuador. Unfortunately, however, 
like most of its sister states in South Amer- 
ica, It wasjn a state,of civil war for twenty 
years. In 1852 Gen. Juan Jose Flores headed 
a revolutionary expedition against Ecuador. 
This was the beginning of the operations of 
the two Flores. The history of the little le- 
publio consists mainly of wars and rumors 
of war, with an occasional earthquake, in 
one of which (1868) 30,000 persona are said to 
have perished. 


The Ocean** Petroleum Springs. 


In its report for March the hydrograpbio 


office speaks ot tbe petroleum springs, which 
are now known to be flowing at the bottom 
of tbe sea. One of these is near Sabina 
Pass, on the Gulf coast, called the "Old 
Fond," where small vessels anchor in rough 
weather, and where the water is compara- 
tively smooth, owing to the quantity of oil 
that rises to the surface of the water. There 
are certain points on the Pacific coast where 
the phenomena occur, the most remarkable 
of which is known as "Coal Oil Point," ten 
miles west of Santa Barbara, Cal 
At this 
point the oil can be seen bubbling up to the 
surface, and the smell of the oil is so strong 
as to cause nausea among the passengers ana 
orew of vessels passing through this section. 
The surface of the ocean is frequently cov- 
ered for miles witi> floating oil. — Chicago 
Herald.
